Homelike” Turkey Dinner Served. 


It was with glinting eyes and 
broad smiles and firm handclasps 
that the 540 soldiers and former sol- 
diers at the United States Public 
Health Service Hospital, 6800 Arsen- 
al street, yesterday told their appre- 


ciation of the gifts and entertainment 
provided them by the Red Cross, the 
Knights of Columbus, the Women’s 
Board of Religious Organizations 
and groups of children: carol singers. 

Christmas w1s a strenuous day for 
the soldiers, many of whom were 
awake long before 7 a m., waiting 
for festivities to begin. With break- 
fast over and the wards policed by 
the orderlies, the patients put in the 
hour from 8 to 9 completing the 
work of decorating the wards which 
they had begun last/week. Patients 
in bathrobes and swathed in blank- 
ets crawled from their cots and 
tacked up streamers of blue, green, 
white and red on the ceilings. 


Every bed in the hospital was dec- | 


orated by the nurses and patients 
with sprigs of evergreen and red 
bells. 
med. were in every ward, about 
which lingered groups of smiling, 
chattering men, readjusting the dec- 
orations to give them a more artis- 
tic appearance. 
Carol Singers There. 

At 9 a m., the day staff of med- 

ical officers and nurses arrived, and 


inspected quarters. Fifteen minutes, 


later a group of carol singers, pupils 
of Oak Hill Grammer School, report- 
ed. They were shortly joined by 


.|representatives of the Red Cross, 


carol singers from the Knights of 
Columbus, and women from the 
Board of Religious Organizations 
laden with gifts. About 9:45 these 
groups separated, and conducted by 
a medical officer or nurse, started 


a, on the rounds of the wards. 


In each ward the visitors were 
greeted with cheers and “Merry 
Christmas.” While the children sang 
those who were convalescing stood 
at attention, while those confined to 
their cots rolled on their sides, leaned 
on their elbows and stared appreci- 
atively. 

“Stay longer,” and sing another, 
please,” the men would urge the sing- 
ers when they finished their numbers 
and would start to leave for another 
ward. Then the singers would give 
four and five encores. 

In Ward C-3, where there are four 
men who were wounded overseas and 
who never have left Government 
hospitals since that time to visit their 
homes, one of the veterang, who was 
wounded in November, 1998, during 
the Argonne drive, stared intently 
at the group of singers. As they were 
leaving the ward room, he leaned 
over to the patient in the wheel- 
chair beside his. 

“Did you see that little girl with 
the light hair?” he asked. “She’s 
just the picture of my sister. I hope 
the ‘kid’ is having a good time to- 
day.”” With that he reached under 
his blanket and took out a letter 
from home. His face filled out with 
smiles, as he read it again. 

Red Cross Gifts. 
The Christmas gifts from the Red 


| Cross were distributed along with 
the mail at 10 o’clock. The boys for- 
got the disappointment of receiving 
nothing from home when the pack- 
age was handed to them. Immedi- 
ately tearing off the string and wrap- 
per with the avidity of happily sur- 
prised children, they delved into the 
box, bringing out decks of cards, 
packages of cigarettes, candy, a 
fountain pen and handkerchiefs. 
Later on during the day the Knights 
of Columbus and the Board of Re- 
ligious Organizations presented the 
men with other gifts. 

A turkey dinner was served at 
noon. As one of the men put it: “It 
was all that a real home-like Christ- 
mas dinner ought to be—fillin’s an‘ 
everything.” 

The afternoon was given over to 


Christmas trees, fully trim-| 


visiting by those patients that were 

'allowed up. Those who were too ill 
'to leave their cots were surrounded 
by groups of “buddies,” who played 
cards and checkers with them, 
swapped stories and sang. Nurses, 
' when their duties permitted, would 
join the group and read to them or 
lead them in singing. The “Mid- 
night Quartet,” composed of negro 
patients from Ward A 2, visited all 
the wards, singing such old favorites 
as “Home, Sweet Home.” “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” and “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me.” They were loudly 
applauded. 

Phonographs in every ward were 
kept busy all afternoon. Old favor- 
ites were for the most part played 
repeatedly. Occasionally a ragtime 
number would be played and several 
of the patients would attempt to 
dance. Much laughter and jesting 
would greet these on account of 
awkwardness of their attempts. But 
none minded. 

During the afternoon and evening 
a varied entertainment was given in 
the Red Cross hut. All patients that 
could leave their beds were  per- 
mitted to attend. 

Negro Ward Gets Prize. 

The prize offered by the Red Cross 
for the best decorated ward went to 
A 2, negro ward. There a miniature 
snow-covered landscape was  con- 
structed. On one hill a log cabin 
replete in detail Was made out of 
twigs. A center hill supported a 
Christmas tree, while from a cave 
in a third hill Santa Claus was 
shown coming forth in his reindeer- 
driven sleigh. Patients put in three 
days making the decoration. Second 
prize went to Ward A 3, where a 
living room of an old New England 
home was reconstructed. 

In every ward, as bedtime drew 
near, patients could be heard cheer- 
fully wishing each other “Merry 
Christmas’ and commenting: “We 


What do you think? Isn’t this the 
best Christmas we've had, eh?” 

When lights were dimmed 
throughout the hospital at 10:30 p. 
m. Capt. R. Parker, who had charge 
of the hospital during the day, wrote 
in the record book of the hospital: 
“Today the spirit of Christmas per- 
vaded the hospital, bringing with it 
the feeling of Peace on Earth, Good 
Will to Men.”

Overlook 
House 


By WILL PAYNE 


VERLOOK HOUSE stands 200 
feet above the sea-—as though a 
giant had carried out his domi- 
ciliary ideas in the renaissance 
style of architecture. Unfa- 
miliar passengers in the little 
vachts and launches which ply 
those waters in the summer season some- 
times mistake it for a hotel, or at least a 
country club, for it seems absurd that a 
mere family should require so much space 
as those gray stucco walls inclose. A Dbat- ~ 
tery of artillery might maneuver handily on 
the paved terrace in front of the house. 

From its hilltop the house looks down to 
the sea across an unobstructed space, but 60 
acres of carefully tended woods screen it 
from other points of view—running down to 
the asphalt public road and trolley line 
which skirts the western boundaries of the 
grounds. Passengers on that side see only 
a wall of dressed stone, six feet high, with 
the woods beyond.

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T. LOUIS has the first large 
corporation to act on behalf 
of its employes, following 
recent discoveries that many 
ailments, heretofore at- 
tributed to various other 
causes, can be laid definitely 
to infected teeth, 

Through the medium of its Em: 
ployes’ Mutual Benefit Association, 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Company has arranged to maintain a dental depart- 
ment for its workers, where employes can receive free 
treatment and where there is no deduction from their 
wages during working hours. 

Dr. Harry Bloch, professor in the dental department 
of St. Louis University, is the dental director. He has 
established a clinic on the fifth floor of the company's 
building and the office is kept open for the benefit of 
employes from 8: 30 in the morning until 5:30 in the 
afternoon. 

‘The results of the work have been most gratifying. 
the doctor said last week. Not only have the work- 
ers of the company responded promptly and appre- 
ciatively, but they have also entered with enthusiasm 
into a campaign started by the dental department for 
the care and maintenance of the teeth. 


In the offices of Dr. Bloch is one of the most com- 
plete equipments possible for care of the teeth in 
approved modern fashion. Electrical instruments are 
provided, an X-ray department is maintained and a 
close examination for infection of the mouth and 
throat as well as of the teeth is provided for, medical 
aid in the examination being available if necessary. 
The office of Dr. Paul Fletcher, medical direetor of 
the corporation, immediately adjoins the offices of 
Dr. Bloch. 

While emergency cases are given first attention, 
arrangements are made to have employes call twice 
each year for examination, an alphabetical system 
being followed. Lectures are delivered on mouth 
hygiene, literature is distributed on the same sub- 
ject, tubes of tooth paste are furnished to the em- 
ployes and directions how to use the tooth brush prop- 
erly are pasted in all offices and plants of the 
company. : 

Close records are kept of each individual case and 
Dr. Bloch is thus able to give the general results of 
the treatment in concise form. 

“Dangers of diseases which may be attributed to 
the teeth are now generally recognized,” he said, “and 
many ailments of early childhood can be traced to 


‘lack of mouth care and prevalence of decayed teeth. 


“Tt has been found that diseases of the joints, heart 
muscles and kidneys can be traced to infected teeth 
and at St. Vincent’s orphanage in Boston, where 
every year there had been an increasing number of 
cases of measles, mumps, scarlet fever and whooping 
cough, the filling of all cavities by a dentist and the 
teaching of regular use of the tooth brush resulted in 
almost complete eradication of such cases. 

“This movement for conserving the well-being of a 


‘person through the channels of mouth hygiene dates 


back to comparatively recent years. It would be no 
exaggeration to say that at least 75 per cent of the 
aduits of the United States of the average age of 38 
years, are suffering from pyorrhea in one form or 
another. In New York City last year, 67,000 children 
failed to be promoted to higher grades through 
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Free clinic established by the Union Electric Company, at which 
employes are enabled to have treatment twice each year 
without deduction of pay, has proved an immense success 
and is a pioneer movement of its sort in the city — Dr. 
Harry Bloch, director, tells of the methods followed 


causes traceable to bad teeth and it cost New 
York $1,037,696 to duplicate a yéar’s schooling 
for those children. Here in St. Louis probably 80 per 
cent of school children are suffering from defective 
teeth. The community apparently faces a _ serious 
responsibility in this respect and should formulate 
immediate means for caring for these children. 


“This effect of bad teeth in childhood is continued 
into the adult stage. One type of germ found around 
tartar deposits on teeth has the power of doubling in 
from 15 to 30 minutes. When in large numbers, they 
may often cause digestive disturbances, inflammation 
of the nerves, ulcers, rheumatism, arthritis and a 
nervous derangement. 

“Records of the Minnesota University Hospital show 
that from 30 to 50 per cent of 
admissions to the medical ser- 
vice there are a result of mouth 
infections. Most of the cases in- 
volving abdominal surgery that 
enter the Mayo clinic at Roches- 
ter, Minn., are due to affections 
of the mouth, tonsils, sinuses, 
ears, nose and throat. It should 
be remembered that the germs 
of influenza, tuberculosis, diph- 
theria and pneumonia are found 
in nearly every-person’s mouth. 
And while, fortunately, they 
often cause no more than an un- 
clean mouth, they await an op- 
portunity to start and invite 
trouble. 


“The fashion in which our 
employes have co-operated when 
the need of mouth sanitation 
was explained to them has been 
remarkable. There has been in- 
telligent work along that line 
in every department of the cor- 
poration and I hope for some 
interesting reports in the future 
on the benefit to the general 
health of,the working force that 
is bound to ensue. 

“In making an inspection, when our patients call, 
ea thorough examination of gums and teeth is made. 
The remainder of the mouth and the throat are 
searched for any indications of conditions that might 
cause cancers, abscesses and cysts. A complete X-ray 
examination is made of al] cases where disease pro- 
cess is suspected. It is hoped to make this X-ray 
examination a part of the routine for every patient 
who visits us. A record is kept of each case, the use 
of the tooth brush and of dental floss is taught in 
proper fashion and the fact is emphasized to each 
employe that well cared for teeth and a clean mouth 
help to prevent many ills and discomforts. 

“In selecting the daily menu, the patients are taught

that the last article eaten should be 
one that will tend to cleanse the teeth 
and leave no sticky, starchy, decay pro- 
ducing residue. A tooth brush will not 
altogether remove sticky pastries or 
starchy residue from abnormal imper- 
fections found in teeth but meat and 
green salad, celery, radishes onions, 
apples, oranes and fibrous food, usually 
chewed under pressure of from 100 to 
250 pounds from a normal bite, will 
grind such food out. 

“Pickerill, in his exhaustive work, has found that 
acid fruits produce much higher alkaline saliva and 
a high ptyalin content which, to speak without tech- 
nical language, makes such fruits an ideal food with 
which to finish a meal and inhibit the progress of 
tooth decay. 

“It is possible that our forefathers had better teeth 
than we, probably due, to some extent, to the different 
foods they ate. In an examination of ancient British 
and Anglo-Saxon skulls Mummery found tooth decay 
in only 15 per cent. In skulls of the British stone 
age tooth decay was noticeable in less than 3 per cent 
and in the bronze age in 21.8 per cent. 

“Eskimos in their native state show about 1.4 per 
cent of decay and Maori children, natives, showed 3 
per cent. Maori children, however, but recently 
brought under civilized conditions in two schools, have 
shown decay in 15.6 per cent of their teeth. 

“As a contrast to these figures, an examination of 
10,000 school children of England and Scotland revealed 
cavities in 85 per cent of cases. In Northern Germany, 
95 per cent of children showed tooth cavities and, 
in Philadelphia recently, out of 3236 children from 
seven to fourteen years old, decay or loss of 5575 first 
molars and, 2188 of other permanent teeth was found. 

“Our North American Indian shows about 9.5 per 
cent of tooth decay as compared to 3.9 among Indians 
on the Northwest Coast. 

“Now the high percentage of cavities and decay 
that result from various causes in civilization can 
be overcome. But it will take a process of education 
and we are doing our best to furnish this. The X-ray 
is a wonderful helper in our office. 

“In the discovery of what is known as ‘blind ab- 
scesses’ for instance, it is of the highest value. It 
reveals an abscess at the extreme tip of a tooth root 
that could not otherwise be discovered. This abscess 
may result in some of the diseases we have mentioned. 
We know there are many paths leading from the 
mouth, by means of which infections can be dissemi- 
nated and it is not unusual to find that a patient who 
has been suffering for years from rheumatism is re- 
lieved after the extraction of such a tooth. Such an 
abscess may not be painful but it can discharge iis 
poisons into the blood. The X-ray enables the dental 
surgeon to tell the size, shape and direction of pus 
channels, locate foreign bodies, find portions of de 
cayed bone and plainly see teeth that have never 
erupted. In other words, we can sow look into the 
bone and note the size, shape, position and condition 
of the roots of the teeth. 

‘It might be interesting to give some figures that 
have been tabulated by the St. Louls University denial 
college. 

“Out of 516 patients, 1506 cavities were found. Of 
these, 1084 were on the biting surface, especially of the 
posterior teeth, 384 were between the spaces of the

Nowadays you've got to raise a hog ist like you Was 
bringing up a child; and the only way you can git 
back the value o’ the corn you put into him is to eat 
the hog. It’s as hard to’ keep a good price on what 


ieee » you raise as it is to keep the money arter you git it. 
? When you git up in the mornin’ you've got the whole 


world to face; and it’s got you to face. Whenever 
you think the odds is agin you ist remember that no 
one man ever run the whole world by hisself, but they's 
been many a time when the whole world was offerin’ 
dead-or-alive rewards fer one man. When a man gits 


.so smart that he can out-sharp the whole neighbor- 


hood he either runs fer office or runs fer life.” 

Like most Ozark men, Rube has decided opinions 
of his own; unlike most Ozark men, he is tolerant ot 
those who differ with him. 

“Thust, they haint no law to keep ary man what 
don’t agree with me from showin’ his durned ignor- 
ance. A wan whai’ll speak his opinions is a good 
man; but a man what'll bet his last nag in plowin’ 
time is a good sport. Ef everybody was right all the 
time you couldn’t no more git up a good hoss-race than 
you could put two drinks o’ good whisky into a pint 
boitle. Let the other feller have his opinions: That 
makes hoss-trades. Thust, when you trade hosses 
you're ist tradin’ your opinion on two hosses fer 
his opinfon on ’em; and J’ve made more money thata 
way than I’ve made on anything else.” 

Rube’s ability as a horse trader was such that, in 
former years, if a neighbor owned a good horse which 
he wished to let go at a profit he turned, the anima!) 
over to Rube. Besides giving Rube an opportunity to 
make an advantageous trade at a reasonable commis- 
sion, this kept him supplied with a good riding horse. 
Once there encamped in Rube’s neighborhood a grad- 
ing outfit which comprised some good horses. Believ- 
ing himself a competent judge of horseflesh, the owner 
of this outfit inveigled Rube into a series of trades. 
The result is best described in Rube’s own language. 

“Thust, he had to hire help to git his wagons to

Gittin’ in debt in a growin’ country like this shore 
eddicates the people. When I was a boy you'd have 
to ride a good nag three days to find a man what could 
write a morgitch. Nowadays any schoolboy can 
write one. People’s picayunish 
nowadays--they want it all at once and figh 
over a few.cents. In the old days, if two men 
swapped (Wenty-acre farms and one of ‘em 
got a good saddle to boot it was called a good profi: 
Lordy, man, I swapped Tom J.oagune a nag fer a hole o 
taters once, sight unseen. The hoss died afore Tom 


got him home and when 1 went to git the taters | 
found they was all froze, but neither of us ever com

WAS the day before Christmas—not 

in this bounteous Christian land 

where the spirit of Christmas for a 

season pervades all other interests— 
. but in India, in a mission which is 

struggling by various means to spread 

: the gospel of Christianity against odds 

of superstition, tradition, ignorance thriving in the 
name of a religion which, through greater antiquity, 
is deeper rooted than ours. 

The head of this mission, which is at Allahabad in 
the State of Gwalior, Sam Higginbottom, an American 
Presbyterian lay missionary, is known as the “Preacher 
of the Plow,” because, through insiruction in modern 
agricultural methods, he seems to have discovered a 
surprisingly short cut to the souls of these people. 


The missionary’s wife, though she never had studied 
medicine, through ministering to the sick with such 
simple remedies and rules of sanitation as are “a- 
miliar to average mothers in this country, has found 
a way to the hearts and the souls and intelligence of 
the women and children, and so keeps close apac 
with her husband in his work. The missionary and 
his wife are singularly blessed with six children, each 
of whom, being doubly endowed by both parents with 
a zeal for conversion of the heathen, looks upon this 
their various ages 
ranging from-16 years down to 18 months, as the chief 
interest in life. Each of the children is adding to the 
efforts of the parents, on a visit to this country, to in- 
terest people in conditions in India. ‘The three older 
children speak before audiences of boys or girls of 
their own ages. and even the three youngest, under 
four, lisp Hindustani to let pegple know what it is 
like. The effect of all of which would seem to be that 
the missionary board, paying one salary, is reaping 
a return several times multiplied. “But that is beside 
the point of this Christmas story. 


For weeks before this particular Christmas day, 
three years ago, the family at*the mission had been 
troubled by forebodings that, on account of the war 
going on, they. would not be able, through the cus- 
tomary manifestation of presents distributed on Christ- 
mas Day, to prove that the Christmas spirit as it, ex- 
ists in Christian lands was strong enough to reach 
across the sea and embrace these new converts to the 
faith. 

Then the forebodings had been confirmed in letters 
from the missionary societies in America which had 
been in the habit of sending boxes containing suitable 
gifts for dependents of the mission. 

The letters all explained that due to restrictions 
on shipping, du@ to more important work in hand, 
to the diversion of the interests of the societies to 
other -needs, the societies were sorry, but the children 
of the heathen or the converts would have to yield to 
claims nearer the hearts and homes of their usual 
benefactors.

This is Martinka’s, a nest of surcery, a 

hatchery of magic. In the workroom 

mechanisms are devised and built for the 

illusions of the great magicians. Small tricks for 

amateur wizards are sold across the counter in the 

shop. The little theater, given the esoteric title of 

Kgyptian Hall, has for years been the meéting and 

entertainment room of the Society of American Ma- 

gicians. Right now it is the scene of daily necroman- 

ic exhibitions for the public, exhibitions hédlding many 

prodigies, including the following two: The show is 

free. The conjurer on the stage explains and ex- 

poses his deceptions as he practices them. Merlin 

is tipping over his jar of mysteries! With this we 

come upon dark subtle devisings traditional of the 
ancient brotherhood of the wand. 


Recently, at the Hall, Alfred Demont, a deft manipu- ° 


lator made white black, black white and Satan an 
angel, and expounded this doctrine: Every man a 


* magician! 


“Magic is one of the greatest and most beautiful of 
the arts. Practice it. The secrets of magic are simple. 
Learn them. I will expose my tricks to you. Master 


them!” . 


He showed a large dice in a box. He placed a hat 
on the table beside him. 

“IT will transfer the dice to the hat visibly,” he said, 
and took the dice out of the box and placed it in the 
hat.

This absorption and conversion of sound into hot 
air is a phenomenon which until recently has baffled 
scientist and architect. 

Have you ever thought, Mr. Citizen, why one audi- 
torium is “good” and another “bad” acoustically, why 
this coliseum berates oneewith echoes, or why one pew 
in a church is satisfactory from the listener’s stand- 
point, and another is not? You have been in cele- 
brated whispering galleries, like the old Mormon 
tabernacle at Salt Lake City or in St. Paul’s Cathedral 
in London, and in such famous acoustical] horrors as 
Dr. Parkhurst’s old church in Madison Square, New 
York? The fact is that there are thousands of 
churches, coliseums, and auditoriums of various kinds 
eondemned by the public as acoustically impossible— 
just because they haven't the proper facilities for con- 
verting sound into hot air. 

What is the matter with Ybe architects, anyway? 

It is all very simple as Dr. Watson has discovered-— 
after experimenting eleven years. His investigations 
in the realm of acoustics began in 1909 with the uni- 
versity auditorium, then so bad acoustically that a 
speaker on the platform heard ten distinct echoes of 
his own voice, like so many multigraph copies of his 
speech. At the same time, auditors in certain spots 
were maddened not only by echoes and reverberations 
of the speaker’s voice, but of the whispering, cough- 
ing, and shuffling of the audience. These defects have 
been successfully overcome by Dr. Watson. Through 
his work it is now possible to correct acoustic errors 
in existing buildings and to insure satisfactory acous- 
ties in any projected auditorium. 

Rchoes, like spooks, flourish in empty houses—also 
‘in circular auditoriums, vaulted roofs, and public halls 
and theaters which approximate an unfurnished con- 
dition. Remember how weirdly your voice resounded 
through the house before the-furniture was moved 


in? Or how shivery vou felt-at the woozly sound of

nomena, as qwell as the most mys- 
terious noises in the most thorough- 
going “hant” fiction ever invented, 
Dr. Watson has analyzed and dis- 
sected until all the delightful mys- 
tery has been reduced to certain 
A BC acoustical rules. 


Greek temples, Gothie cathedrals, 
and their children and _ children’s 
children, upon the utmost generation, 
while awe inspiring and all that, Dr. 
Watson says, were made 
to comfort the eyes, not 
_the ears. After playing 
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hide and seek in the dark 
depths of pointed Gothic 
arches, around Doric pil- 
lars and under spreading 
domes, sounds finally 
pounce again upon the 
unwary spectator, per- 
haps from half a dozen 
lairs, with as many repe- 
titions of words uttered several moments be- 
fore. 
In the olden days a sounding board was 
adjusted over the pulpit like a lid for the 
speaker’s voice, or wires avere strung aloft 
to cage the straying sound waves. The value 
of such devices proved to be negligible. As 
much ag five miles of wire were strung in 
one church without effect, according to Dr. 
Watson. 
Now comes the acoustic doctor or the 
acoustic surgeon. Dr. Watson is both. Give 
“him a poor sick building—acoustically—and 
after taking a careful diagnosis of its reso- 
nance, reverberation, interference, and other 
functions, he may amputate some of its un- 
necessary appendices, or graft on whatever 
is the architectural equivalent of new skin; 
° that is, he may treat it “medically” with 
small or larger doses of hair felt, linoleum, tapestry, 
or, whatever medicine best suits its peculiar symp- 
toms. 

Sound was born to wander---and that is how the 
trouble all got started.

ond. So swiftly does it make its get-away that in one 
thirtieth of a second a room 40 feet square will be 
filled with sound.

If these 
surfaces are. hard and non-porous, like hard plaster, 
cement, metal, or wood the sound waves bounce back.

the direct sound, the latter is simply reinforced and 
the auditor “hears better.” 

But if the reflected sound waves lag behind the 
original by as much as 1-15th of a second the auditor 
hears an echo, like a back slap of the speaker’s words, 
and is accordingly annoyed. The longer the interval, 
the stronger the echo. 

However, the second edition of the sound may ar- 
rive somewhat less than 1-15th of a second after the 
first sound, with the result that a reverberation is set 
up. ‘The listener hears only a confusion of noises al- 
most entirely obliterating the voice of the speaker. 
For music this blending of sound is, howéver, rather 
fiesirable. 

"Again, the purchaser of a seat in an auditorium 
having faulty acoustics may find himself in a dead 
spot where he hears virtually nothing. In this case 
reflected sound from one wal] meets waves ‘reflected 
from an opposite wall in such a way as to counter- 
balance each other, thus producing a dearth of sound. 

Curved walls, domes, and vaulted ceilings are almost 
sure to result in some or all of these defects, Dr. 
Waison has found. 

The St. Louis Coliseum with its cement floors, plas- 
ter walls, and unpadded opera chairs has all the requi- 
sites for bad acoustics, according to Dr. Watson. Un- 
der such conditions reverberations and echoes are un- 
avoidable. In addition its size is too great tor the 
carrying ve of the human voice. : 

The simplest 
that is, mak:ng the walls absorbent. Sound s‘riking a 
porous wall filters inio the interstices, where the 
friction of ‘its motion generates heat and it dies away, 
literally converted into hot air. Commercial wall ma- 
terials of porous quality, hair felt, tapestry, or other 
hangings, are excellent absorbers of sound. Stuffed 
furniture, too, acts as a sponge for sound waves. A 
room filled with peopie is better acoustically than an 
empty room because clothing tends to blot up the 
sound. An audience of women, therefore, will absorb 
more sound than an audience of men-—at least such 
used to be the fact. 

The application of the surgical method to an audi- 
torium may mean the straightening of a curved wall 
or the architectural modification of amy surface known 
to offend. 

In the course of, his experiments Dr. Watson has 
developed a number of inventions of great practical 
and scientific importance and fie has tested ‘various 
wall materials for their qualities of reflection and 
absorption of sound. 

One of his inventions, an acoustic relay, a device 
which will register radio messages in the absence of the 
operdtor, will be an added safeguard to the lives of 
persons at sea. Had such a device been in use at the 
time of the Titanic disaster certain vessels in close 
proximity to the stricken ship, which failed to receive 
its S OS because their operators were off duty, could 
have responded in t:we probably to have saved every 
person on board. ;
